: I. ORCHARDS. 

at Acreage. 28,943 (29,874) acres, decrease 931 acres; Trees of 
bearing age 24,270 (25,174) acres. Bush fires were responsible for the 
loss of several hundred acres of orchards, some of which are expected 
to recover and may come into bearing again next year, the varieties 
suffering to the greatest extent being Apples, Plums and Apricots. A 
number of old orchards were grubbed out, while numerous small unproduc- 
tive areas have been excluded this year. 

2/ Production. Crops generally - excepting Citrous fruits - are 
below the good yields of the previous year and are reflected in the 
following comparisons :- Apples 808,020 (1,275,486) bushels; Apricots 
34.3, 569 a eee bushels; Pears 195,995 (279,058) bushels; Peaches 
149,602 (176,778).bushels; while Oranges 815,460 (892,255) bushels 
exceed the record of last season by 13,000 bushels. Details for all 
fruits are set out in the accompanying table. 


II. VINEYARDS. 

1/ Acreage. 58,020 (57,414) increase 606 acres. Vines of bearing 
age 51,212 (53,486) acres; new plantings were mostly confined to 
Counties Albert, Alfred and Hamley in the Irrigated Areas and to County 
Light in the Non Irrigated - the practice of grubbing out old orchards 
and replacing with Vines is still being carried out in County Liehit. 

The acreage was described as follows - For Winemaking 36,157 
(36,309) acres; Drying 21,158 (20,788) acres and Tabie 495 (317) acres. 

2/ Total Grape Yield. 150,608 (189,614) tons with an average per 
acre Of bearing age of 2.78 (3.55) tons. For Winemaking 65,634 (90, 964.) 
Drying 83,989 (97,993) tons, and Table 985 (657) tons. 

3/ Wine_made. 11,147,046 (15,888,878) gallons, decrease 4, 741,838 
gallons. Fortified beverage wine Bountyable 4, 799,003 (55:77, 598)% 

Non Bountyable 251,403 (141,601), Unfortified 994,895 (1,309,176) and 
Distillation 5,101,745 (8,960,500) gallons.

2/ Raisins. Sultanas 192,926 (281,657) cwts. decrease 88,731 cwts, 
Other Raisins 40,212 (50,521) cwts. decrease 10,309 cwts. Unfavourable 
climatic conditions were responsible for the comparatively poor yield 
of Raisins, heavy rains during the ripening and drying periods doing 
much damage to the harvest. 

3/ Other Dried Fruit. Apricots 20,529 (35,641); Plums and Prunes 
7,806 (12,309) cwts; Peaches 5,456 (6,369); Pears, Apples, etc. 

6,030 (9,644), these fruits were also affected by adverse conditions 
and yields were much below last year.

V. OVERSEA. FXPORTS. 

The value of the total Oversea Exports of the Products of Vineyards 
and Orchards for the year 1938-39 was £1,983,084 (£1,998,370), the 
principal items being Wine £920,470 (£857,291), Dried Fruits BOT hel ae 
(£823,024), Apples £93,611 (£190,973). Complete details of Interstate 
Exports are not available, but annually about £600,000 of wine and 
brandy are exported to the other States.
